United States embassy at this pro­ 
visional Chinese capital said the 
Covenant Missionary society build­ 
ing at Klngmen, Hupeh province, 
was bombed by Japanese planes 
last Thursday. 


®hly two Ameri­ 
cans' reported at that station was 
injured. 


(Foreign reports reaching Shang­ 
hai said 20 Japanese bombing 
planes attacked Chengtu. capital of 
Sseehwan province, about 170 miles 
northwest of Chungking. These ad- 
vices said 100 bombs were dropped 
on an air field and the Invaders met 
sharp reslatance of Chinese planes. 


(The raid marked another Itop 
toward execution of the Japanese 
threat to “invade Tibet if neces­ 
sary," the dispatch from Shanghai 
said. Chengtu is about 600 miles 
from the Tibetan border.)

Deer Not Declared, 
Says Hoffmaster

hunters received a warning from 
the conservation department to­ 
day that while doe hunting may 
be made legal in 
future 
years, 
they will court arrest if they hunt 
female deer this' fall. 


Conservation 
Director 
P. J. 
Hoffmaster said 
his office has 
been flooded with telephone calls 
and letters from hunters who ask­ 
ed whether it would be legal to 
shoot deer this fall. In each, case 
Hoffmaster pointed out that the 
state law forbids doe shooting, 
and that the commission has no 
power to change the law. 


He said the commission, how­ 
ever, would decide at its next 
meeting whether it should ask the 
legislature to amend the law and 
grant It authority to declare an 
onen season on 
does 
in 
areas 
where an 
over-concentration of 
deer is found. 
Hoffmaster already Is on record 
as endorsing such a plan, on the 
ground that thousands of deer 
starve to death In over-populated 
regions, and that doe hunting 
would be the best means of con­ 
trolling the sl*e of the herd. 


He made it clear that he felt 
the open season oh does should be 
declared only In areas where a 
shortage of browse was discover- 
ed.

Marquette’s second dose of winter,

Washington, Nov. 8. (Jp)—Aides 
of Elmer F. Andrews, wage and 
hour administrator, said today in­ 
dustries engaged in the seasonal 
canning and packing

be 
exempt from the 44-hour maxi­ 
mum work week established by 
the labor act. 


They said such Industries would 
be exempt for the ..remainder of 
this year and for an aggregate of 
14 operating weeks in 1939.

14 weeks next they they would be 
exempt from the hour maximum 
during the additional period only 
if they received a further exemp­ 
tion.

veteran, Republican S e n a t o r 
James J. Davis. 


Then, to the victorious Republi­ 
can choice for governor, red-hair- 
ed 
Arthur H. James, 
superior 
court judge from Plymouth, Pa., 
Earle also conceded victory in a 
telegram which read: 


“My heartiest congratulations 
and deepest sympathy.” 


Thus was marked up a victory 
significant to Republicans the na­ 
tion 
over 
in 
their 
onslaught 
against the new deal. 


Pennsylvania was solidly Re­ 
publican down through the years 
from 1895 until 1934 when Earle, 
a youngster to politics, member of 
a prominent and wealthy Phila­ 
delphia family and a former Re­ 
publican, led a Democratic state 
ticket to triumph in a flying cam­ 
paign. 


He teamed with U. S. Senator 
Joseph F. Guffey in that year's 
precedent-shattering success. 


Two years later, under the ban­ 
ner of President Roosevelt, the 
Democratic party swept to a still 
more convincing victory.

If the foreman at Old Orchard 
farm, the Daily Press experimental 
farm at Flat. Rock, chews tobacco, 
as some farmers do. about all he 
will have to do from now until 
spring is to do the chores and sit 
around and spit in the Are. 


The last of the fall plowing was 
finished last week and Just about 
everything is in ship-shape for the 
winter season at the farm. 
The 
barn now is filled with hay; the 
granaries are groaning with winter 
grain feed raised on the farm and 
the root house is filled to overfiow- 
ing with root crops, for both the 
farm household and the stock. 


Both the potato and corn fields 
for next year’s crops 
have 
been 
plowed, as well as some of the land 
where barley and 
oats 
will 
be 
sowed next spring and the only 
spring plowing to be done, when 
the ground hag thawed and settled 
next April, is a plot where the corn 
was husked this fall and where the 
stalks will be allowed to stand, for 
winter forage for the farm animals. 


In addition, along in late May 
or early June, a field that has been 
set aside for permanent pasture 
and where rye and 
vetch 
were 
sowed late this fall, after that crop 
has served as early spring paature, 
the rye and vetch will be plowed 
under. Just what grasR seeds will 
be sowed in thla field has not yet 
been decided deflnltely and the ad­ 
vice of farm experts will be Bought 
before that decision Is made. Seeds 
will be sought of long life and re­ 
seeding habits, as It Is intended to 
use this field as the foundation pas­ 
ture plot for the farm for several 
years to come. 


In one corner of the plot there 
is a low splot, where a light stand 
of cedar, balsam, birch and some 
elm has developed over the years. 
In addition there is a low spot in 
the field, where water stands until 
late in the spring, making it im­ 
possible to work the land until too 
late for most crops. The low spots 
will not detract from the value of 
the field as pasturage, however, and 
it is hoped next season to develop 
a sod that will last for some time 
to come. 


The farm already has a small 


acreage of alfalfa started and next 
year the alfalfa field will be Just 
about doubled in size, as it is de­ 
sired to make alfalfa the principal 
hay crop. Last spring alfalfa seed 
was sowed, 18 pounds to the acre, 
with oats as a cover crop, in a 
small field at the northwest corner 
of the farm. 


A fine stand of both alfalfa and 
oats was obtained and when the 
oats were ready to 
harvest 
the 
young «alfalfa plants stood over 18 
inches high over the entire field. 
When the oats were harvested a 
yield of 64 bushels per acre was 
hung up, which is considered to be 
a very good yield for this section. 


Since the oats were taken from 
the field the alfalfa has been al* 
lowed to mature, with no pasturing 
at any time and next season's crop 
of hay for the farm will go into the 
winter season in tine shape, with 
the alfalfa plants standing from 12 
to 16 inches high over the whole 
acreage. 
While the tops of the 
plants will be cut down by the com­ 
ing frosts, the dead 
stems 
will 
serve to hold the snow on the field 
and prevent freezing out during the 
winter and serving, also, as a de- 
terent to early spring heaving. 


Early spring heaving 
on 
clay 
soils, from Intermittent periods of 
freezing and thawing, have ruined 
more alfalfa fields than nny other 
cause, it Is said by experts, if an 
abundance of snow can be held on 
the ground as late as possible there 
will be less likelihood of heaving 
damage, go that 
is 
the 
object 
sought In 'letting the crop go into 
its first winter with a rugged top 
growth. 


Every day, since the potato har­ 
vest started, late in September, has 
been a busy day for everyone at 
the farm and with all the fall plow­ 
ing now finished and everything in 
ship-shape for the winter, the less 
busy days of the winter season will 
be welcomed.

Chicago— Discovery of a new 
type of white blood cell which ap­ 
pears only in the blood of per­ 
sons with liver disease has led to 
a new and more effective means of

The discoverer of the new cell, 
Dr. Raphael Isaacs, widely known 
University of Michigan authority 
on anemia and other diseases

the blood, told of

search here today. 


The discovery is of Importance 
because it will provide a means, 
heretofore unavailable, of making 
an early diagnosis of diseases of 
the liver by means of a relatively 
simple blood examination.

If the foreman at Old Orchard 
farm, the Daily Press experimental 
farm at Flat Rock, chews tobacco, 
as some farmers do, about all he 
will have to do from now until 
spring is to do the chores and sit 
around and spit In the fire. 
The last of the fall plowing was 
finished last week and Just about 
everything Is in ship-shape for the 
winter season at the farm. 
The 
barn now is filled with hay; the 
granaries are groaning with winter 
grain feed raised on the farm and 
the root house 1s filled to overflow­ 
ing with root crops, for both the 
farm household and the stock. 
Both the potato and corn fields 
for next year’s crops 
have 
been 
plowed, as well as some of the land 
where barley and 
oats 
will 
be 
sowed next spring and the only 
spring plowing to be done, when 
the ground has thawed and settled 
next April, Is a plot where the corn 
was husked this fall and where the 
stalks will be allowed to stand, for 
winter forage for the farm animals. 
In addition, along in late May 
or early June, a field that has been 
set aside for perm anent pasture 
and where rye and 
vetch 
were 
sowed late this fall, after that crop 
has served as early spring pasture, 
the rye and vetch will be plowed 
under. 
Just what grass seeds will 
be sowed in this field has not yet 
been decided definitely and the ad­ 
vice of farm experts will be sought 
before that decision Is made. Seeds 
will be sought of long life and re­ 
seeding habits, as it is intended to 
use this field as the foundation pas-, 
ture plot for the farm for several 
years to come. 
In one corner of the plot there 
Is a low splot, where a light stand 
of cedar, balsam, birch and some 
elm has developed over the years. 
In addition there Is a low spot in 
the field, where water stands until 
late In the spring, making It Im­ 
possible to work the land until too 
late for most crops. 
The low spots 
will not detract from the value of 
the field as pasturage, however, and 
it is hoped next season to develop 
a sod that will last for some time 
to come. 
T he farm already has a small

acreage of alfalfa started and next 
year the alfalfa field will be Just 
about doubled In size, as it is de­ 
sired to make alfalfa the principal 
hay crop. 
Last spring alfalfa seed 
was sowed, 18 pounds to the acre, 
with oats as a cover crop, In a 
small field at the northwest corner 
of the farm. 
A fine stand of both alfalfa and 
oats was obtained and when the 
oats were ready to 
harvest 
the 
you ng -alfalfa plants stood over 18 
Inches high over the entire field. 
When the oats were harvested a 
yield of 64 bushels per acre was 
hung up, which is considered to be 
a very good yield for this section. 
Since the oats were taken from 
the field the alfalfa has been al­ 
lowed to mature, with no pasturing 
at any time and next season’s crop 
of hay for the farm will go into the 
winter season in line shape, with 
the alfalfa plants standing from 12 
to 15 Inches high over the whole 
acreage. 
While the tops of the 
plants will be cut down by the com­ 
ing frosts, the dead 
stems 
will 
serve to hold the snow on the field 
and prevent freezing out during the 
winter and serving, also, as a de­ 
ferent to early spring heaving. 
Early spring heaving 
on 
clay 
soils, from interm ittent periods of 
freezing and thawing, have ruined 
more alfalfa fields than any other 
cause, it is said by experts. 
If an 
abundance of snow can be held on 
the ground as late as possible there 
will be less likelihood of heaving 
damage, so that 
is 
the 
object 
sought in letting the crop go Into 
its first winter wMth a rugged top 
growth. 
Every day, since the potato har­ 
vest started, late in September, has 
been a busy day for everyone at 
the farm and with all the fall plow­ 
ing now finished and everything In 
ship shape for the winter, the less 
busy days of the winter season will 
be welcomed.

DOCTOR FINDS 
DIAGNOSTIC AID 


Discovery of New White 
Blood Cell Reported 
at U. of M. 


Chicago— Discovery of a new 
type of white blood cell which ap­ 
pears only in the blood of per­ 
sons with liver disease has led to 
a new and more effective means of 
diagnosing all diseases 
of 
the 
liver. 
The discoverer of the new cell, 
Dr. Raphael Isaacs, widely known 
University of Michigan authority 
on anem ia and other diseases 
of 
the blood, told of 
the 
circum­ 
stances leading to the finding of 
the cell In a report before 
the 
Central Society for Clinical 
Re­ 
search here today. 
The discovery is of importance 
because it will provide a means, 
heretofore unavailable, of making 
an early diagnosis of diseases of 
the liver by means of a relatively 
simple blood examination. 
The 
m ethod is highly reliable and will 
m ake possible early treatm ent of 
cases which before were apt to 
go untreated because of the dif­ 
ficulty of diagnosis. 
Among the diseases which may 
be diagnosed by the new method 
are chronic passive congestion of 
the liver, cirrhosis of the liver, 
invasion of the liver by cancer, 
and infections of the liver. 
Heavy 
drinkers, 
Dr. 
Isaacs 
pointed out, will he provided a 
reliable means of checking against 
liver damage growing out of the 
consumption of large quantities of 
alcohol. 
Appearance of the ne*r 
type of cell In the blood will in­ 
dicate cirrhosis, or hardening, of 
the liver tissue, which is often a 
result of heavy drinking. 
W hile the cell has been noted 
by physicians for many years, Dr. 


Isaacs stated, It was mistakenly 
grouped with other types of white 
blood cells. 
Its present signifi­ 
cance was not appreciated, he said, 
until we found that it appeared 
only In patients suffering from 
some diseased 
liver 
condition. 
The discovery was made during 
blood examinations in connection 
with research in pernicious anemia 
in the University of 
Michigan’s 
Simpson Memorial Institute 
for 
Medical Research,

W fORD from overseas has it 
that 
the 
^ 
British sovernment hopes for an in- 
toroational agreement to ban the bombing 
of elrtlians in wartime. Negotiations for a 
four-power treaty to that effect are to be 
gin ahortlyi it Is said, 
with 
Oermany, 
Italy, Franee and England as the interest- 
«d parties. 


An agreement like that would be very 
nice, if it could just be signed and lived up 
to. Yet one doea not need to be an incur- 
able cynic to suspect that such an agree- 
ment is the one thing which the Fascist 
power« will not grant. 


Il ia common knowledge that the democ 
> racies knuckled under to the dictatorships 
a | Munich because they were 
scared to 
death of what the German and Italian air 
forcea might do to them. England still has 
the world’s greatest navy, and the French 
army— despite all that has 
been 
said 
about German re-armament— is still 
as 
strong as any in Europe, if not stronger. 
Yet because they were outclassed in the 
air, England and France caved in. 


And that fact carries its own moral. 
While military experts 
are 
not 
yet 
unanimous about the role of 
air power 
In modern warfare, it la pretty generally 
agreed that—from a strictly military point 
of view— airplanes cannot win a war, in 
the old eenae, by themselves. They cannot 
aoti« and hold territory. They cannot de­ 
stroy armies. 
The final decision still be- 
lOBga to the man on the ground. 


80 the democracies were not threatened 
with military defeat, in the old style, 
at 
Munich. What they were threatened with 
was something very different—and infin- 
itoly worse: destruction of their 
great 
citiea, the death of many 
thousands 
of 
women and children, a dlsorganlgation of 
tilvll life on a terrible scale. 


It waa this threat that compelled them 
to back down. They could have won the 
war; but they could not have won it with­ 
out autferlng losses too frightful to 
con­ 
templete. 


In other words, the threat of bombing 
civUians was the ace card 
held 
by 
the 
Fascists. 
It was the one card which the 
democracies could not match. Without ft, 
Hitler could not for one minute have over­ 
awed his rivals. 


It is clear, then, that any international 
agreement to outlaw the bombing of civil­ 
ians would (If entered into sincerely and 
lived up to on all sides) deprive the dicta­ 
tor states of the one big advantage which 
has enabled them to get their own way. 


Does anyone suppose that Hitler 
and 
Mussolini would agree to any such thing? 


The world today needs few things more 
desperately than it needs an end to this 
threat of raining death 
on 
defenseless 
civilians. But to expect those who profit by 
the use of that threat to give it up meek­ 
ly and without protest is like expecting the 
lion and the lamb to lie down together In 
perfect friendship.

time. This card places an obligation 
on 
older drivers to deal generously with

car bearing It. Its use should be respected. 


The Way of Progress 
Two things are necessary 
to 
bring 
goods of all kinds to the consumer at 
the lowest possible cost. 


First, is efficiency In manufacturing. In 
this, America leads the world. You can 
buy a car for |800 that would cost |20,- 
000 if it were made by hand. You can buy 
a package of breakfast food for ten 
or 
fifteen cents that would cost a dollar or 
more were it not for 
mass 
production, 
which reduces the expense of m anufactur­ 
ing and packaging to the minimum. 


Second, comes efficiency in distribution. 
It does the consumer no good if the eco­ 
nomies made possible by 
efficient 
pro­ 
duction are offset by inefficiency in 
dis­ 
tribution. Thus, mass distribution, with a 
tremendous turnover which permits of ex­ 
tremely small unit profit on each transac­ 
tion. is vital to a high standard of living. 


What America needs now is still great­ 
er efficiency In distribution. 
not 
leas. 
Those agenciea which have achieved 
so 
much in the past must be encouraged to 
go ahead and achieve still more * In 
the 
future. That is the way of progress— and 
of bettering the lot of all the people.

DIMMING HKADIilClHTH 


(Milwaukee Jciunuil) 


The secretary ot state, in 
his 
latest 
bulletin to enforcement 
officers, 
warns 
motorists about glaring 
headlights. 
He 


correctly points out that such llghta 
en­ 
danger not only oncoming drivers, 
but 
also the motorists who use them. For if an 
oncoming driver is sufficiently blinded, he 
may not be able to hold to his side of the 
road an4 may crash into the very lights 
that are blinding him. 


While glaring 
headlights 
unquestion­ 
ably are dangerous, so are dimmed head­ 
lights, In Instances. And this phase of the 
problem too often is lost sight of as 
we 
complain about or try to prohibit glaring 
lights by law. 


The danger, of 
course, 
cornea 
from 
pedestrians or perhaps horse drawn ver- 
icles in or near the road. A motorist who 
dims his lights at the wrong moment is 
likely to shut off the view of a pedestrian 
plodding on the pavement ahead of him. 


He is likely to bo top of such a pedes­ 
trian or a poorly lighted vehicle before he 
knows It. He then Is likely to do one of 
several things. He may hit the pedestrian. 
He may slam on his brakes and 
risk 
a 
smash from the rear. Or ho may swerve 
hla car and craah into traffic moving 
in 
the opposite direction. 


Hundreds ot Wlsconson motorists have 
escaped such accidents by a hair. 
Many 
have wiped their brows, emitted a relieved 
“Whew!” and determined never to 
dim 
their lights again. 


There is some logic in such a determina­ 
tion. To hit a pedestrian, means a prab- 
able fatality. To smash into another car, 
because blinded by headlights. 
may be 
damaging, but since blinded drivers usual­ 
ly step on the brakes, the result of 
the 
smash may not be so tragic. 
SO at timea, 
a glaring headlight accident may be 
the 
lesser ot two evils. 


This, ot course, does not mean that 
a 
blinding glare on thhe highways should be 
tolerated. 
It does not mean 
that 
the 
state should drop ita efforts 
to 
reduce 
glare and make motoring safer in this re­ 
spect. 


But it does auggest that mere dimming 
of lights won't solve the whole problem. 
Probably lighted highways are 
in 
pros­ 
pect; perhaps more pedestrian paths are 
needed; naybe better lighting of 
horse 
drawn vehicles would help. 


The requirem ent to dim lights on some 
winding highways, especially on the 
out­ 
skirts of cities, has dangerous as well 
us

Berlin (/P)—Nobody in the Oorman cab­ 
inet of Adolf Hitler geta more tun out of 
life than short, chubby, dry-humored Wal- 
ther Funk. Nasi minister of economics, di­ 
rect successor in that office to 
high-col 
lared Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. 


Funk is the bon vlvant of the cabinet, 
the man who admittedly loves good thinga 
to eat and to drink, who Is fond of care 
free society, who so dotes on the fine arts 
that he almost became a profeaalonal pian­ 
ist. 


^ T H E HIDDEN POINT— 


And he is a capital story teller. Hla Is 
the dry humor of the proverbially taciturn 
East Prussian. 
His storlea are not wordy. 
The point often is somewhat hidden. All 
the greater Is the fun 
of 
discovering 
Funk’s meaning and realising that he has 
once again “put over a fast one." 


At a time when feeling was tense over 
the arrest of Lutheran Pastor Martin Nie- 
moeller, he said in an aside 
during 
a 
conference with foreign news men. “You 
know, 1 almost became a Lutheran pastor. 
You can imagine wherel’d be now!” 


During the sessions of the international 
commission of ambassadors in October he 
inquired from Ankara. Turkey, where 
he 
happened to be visiting, 
**What haa hap­ 
pened to Pllsen?" 


When told that PlLsen would 
remain 
Czech, he said, “One can tell that there 
are no beer drinkers on the commlsflon.” 


— HE GAN AFFOIU> IT — 


Unlike some of his more pontifical col­ 
leagues in the cabinet, he does not hesitate 
to use expressions like, “when I became 
minister of the Reich through 
an 
acci­ 
dent." 


Funk can afford to be ironical 
about 
himself: his Is a fund of economic knowl­ 
edge auch as few leaders In H itler’s Third 
Reich possess. 


Fact Is, he came into politics via Jour­ 
nalism. Born August 18. 1890, in Trakah- 
nen. East Prussia, famous for Its blood­ 
ed horses, where his family had been for 
centuries, 
he attended the “gymnasium" 
at Insterburg and then headed for a news­ 
paper career. 


His studies at Berlin and Lelpslg uni­ 
versities wore dove-tailed into his desire 
to become a writer on economic subjects. 


After serving on various dailies in Mid­ 
dle Germany he devoted himself in 1922- 
23 to writing a series of 
articles 
and 
pamphlets on German economy. 
Men like 
Schacht, former Ambassador Hans Luther 
and tho late nationalist leader, Karl Helf- 
ferich, sought his advice when Germany 
went over from an inflated currency to a 
stable exchange. 


—OONDK^INED IlBPAllATIONS— 
As chief editor of the trade section of 
tho Berliner Boersonzeitung he became a 
bitter critic of reparations, foreign loans, 
and subservience to foreign financial in­ 
terests. 


As early as 1931 he became head of the 
economic section of Hitler’s National So­ 
cialist Party. On the day that Hitler 
as- 
summed power— January 30, 1933 — Der 
Fuehrer appointed him press chief of the 
German government. 


Soon thereafter Ur. Joseph Goebbels was 
entrusted with founding the Ministry for 
Propaganda and 
Public 
Enlightenment. 
Funk became his state's secretary, in oth­ 
er words, the man next after him In 
the 
hierarchy, and the man responsible for the 
administration of the huge ministry. 


Funk thus became not only government 
press chief but had musicians, artists, ac­ 
tors, writers, and radio performers under 
him. That was right up his alley, for the 
muses always were close to hla heart. 


The Reich's culture chamber was 
or­ 
ganized, Funk became Its 
vice-president 
under the dynamic Goebbels. 


Tho celebrated Philharmonic Orchestra 
was looking for a president. Muslc-lovIng 
Funk was glad to accept the honor. 


— FALLS INTO PLAC5K— 


As time went ou under Naslsm it 
be­ 
came Increasingly clear that Minister of 
ICconomics Hjalmar Schacht never would 
submerge himself sufficiently In Nazi eco­ 
nomic doctrine to fit into Hermann Goer- 
ing's four-year plan. 


Funk, a dyed-in-the wool Nazi econom­ 
ist and a man after Goering's heart, suc­ 
ceeded Schacht, Feb. 7. 1938. 


In his first public speech, opening 
the 
¡..eipzig Fair on March (», he urged closer 
trade relations between Germany and the 
United States. 


His good-^ill tour of the Balkans was 
so timed that he was ready to follow Hit­ 
ler's diplomatic triumph over Czechoslo­ 
vakia by a sales trip 
which 
apparently 
drew tho Balkans completely Into the Ger­ 
man economic orbit.

Good Neighbor policy. 


In thia caae, however, he waa 
wrong. 


He tried to turn back the clock of revolu­ 
tion, with the reault that he turned

back too far. 
Back into office once more 
virtually the old pre-revolution gang. Thie 
time they were Coolldgea Inatead of Hoo­ 
vers. Their personality was more pleasing. 


Batista remained in control of the mili­ 
tary. but kept out of politics. 


— RADICALISM AGAIN— 


But now, after the United Statea 
has 
given eugar tariff conceaalona. Import-Ex- 
port Bank loana. and a trade treaty— all 
without improving Cuba'a economic atatua 
— the old radical aim of the 
Grau 
San 
Martin has returned. There are propoaala 
to divide up the vast sugar

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Ace Card of Dictators 
yrrORD from overseas has It 
that 
the 
YV British government hopes for an 
in­ 
ternational agreement to ban the bombing 
of civilians in wartime. Negotiations for a 
four-power treaty to that effect are to be­ 
gin shortly, it is said, 
with 
Germany, 
Italy, Prance and England as the interest­ 
ed parties. 
An agreement like that would be very 
nice, lf it could just be signed and lived up 
to. Yet one does not need to be an incur­ 
able cynic to suspect that such an agree­ 
ment is the one thing which the Fascist 
powers will not grant. 
It is common knowledge that the democ­ 
racies knuckled under to the dictatorships 
at Munich because they were 
scared 
to 
death of what the German and Italian air 
force* might do to them. England still has 
the world’s greatest navy, and the French 
army— despite all that has 
been 
said 
about German re-armament— is still 
as 
strong as any in Europe, lf not stronger. 
Yet because they were outclassed in the 
air, England and France caved in. 
And that fact carries its own moral. 
While military 
experts 
are 
not 
yet 
unanimous about the role 
of 
air power 
in modern warfare, it la pretty 
generally 
agreed that— from a strictly military point 
of view— airplanes cannot win a war, in 
the old tense, by themselves. They cannot 
seize and hold territory. They cannot de­ 
stroy armies. 
The final decision still be­ 
longs to the man on the ground. 
So the democracies were not threatened 
with military defeat, in the old style, 
at 
Munich. 
What they were threatened with 
was something very different— and infin­ 
itely worse: destruction of their 
great 
cities, the death of many 
thousands 
of 
women and children, a disorganization of 
sivil life on a terrible acale. 
It wae this threat that compelled them 
to back down. They could have won the 
war; but they could not have won it with­ 
out suffering losses too frightful to 
con- 
templete. 
In other words, the threat of 
bombing 
civilians was the ace card 
held 
by 
the 
Fascists. 
It was the one card which the 
democracies could not match. Without it, 
Hitler could not for one minute have over­ 
awed his rivals. 
It la clear, then, that any international 
agreement to outlaw the bombing of civil­ 
ians would (if entered into sincerely and 
lived up to on all sides) deprive the dicta­ 
tor states of the one big advantage which 
has enabled them to get their own way. 
Does anyone suppose that Hitler 
and 
Mussolini would agree to any such thing? 
The world today needs few things more 
desperately than it needs an end to this 
threat of raining 
death 
on 
defenseless 
civilians. But to expect those who profit by 
the use of that threat to give it up meek­ 
ly and without protest Is like expecting the 
lion and the lamb to lie down together in 
perfect friendship. 


The Way of Progress 
T 
WO things are 
necessary 
to 
bring 
goods of all kinds to the consumer at 
the lowest possible cost. 
First, is efficiency in manufacturing. In 
this, America leads the world. You can 
buy a car for $800 that would coat $20,- 
000 if it were made by hand. You can buy 
a package of breakfast food for ten 
or 
fifteen cents that would cost a dollar or 
more were it not for 
mass 
production, 
which reduces the expense of m anufactur­ 
ing and packaging to the minimum. 
Second, comes efficiency in distribution 
It does the consumer no good if the eco 
nomies made possible by 
efficient 
pro 
ductlon are offset by inefficiency in 
dis 
tribution. 
Thus, mass distribution, with 
tremendous turnover which permits of ex 
tremely small unit profit on each transac 
lion, is vital to a high standard of living 
What America needs now is still great 
er efficiency in distribution, 
not 
leas 
Those agencies which have achieved 
so 
much in the past must be encouraged to 
go ahead and achieve still more * in 
the 
future. That is the way of progress— and 
of bettering the lot of all the people.

AFTER' several weeks of political

DIMMING HEADLIGHTS 
(Milwaukee Journal) 
The secretary of state, in 
his 
latest 
bulletin to enforcement 
officers, 
warns 
motorists about glaring 
headlights. 
He 
correctly points out that such lights 
en­ 
danger not only oncoming drivers, 
but 
also the motorists who use them. For if an 
oncoming driver is sufficiently blinded, he 
may not be able to hold to his side of the 
road and may crash into the very lights 
that are blinding him. 
While glaring 
headlights 
unquestion­ 
ably are dangerous, so are dimmed head­ 
lights, in Instances. And this phase of the 
problem too often is lost sight of as 
we 
complain about or try to prohibit glaring 
lights by law. 
The danger, of 
course, 
comes 
from 
pedestrians or perhaps horse drawn ver- 
icles in or near the road. A motorist who 
dims his lights at the wrong moment is 
likely to shut off the view of a pedestrian 
plodding on the pavement ahead of him. 
He is likely to be top of such a pedes­ 
trian or a poorly lighted vehicle before he 
knows It. He then is likely to do one of 
several things. He may hit the pedestrian. 
He may slain on his brakes and 
risk 
a 
smash from the rear. Or he may swerve 
his car and crash into traffic moving 
in 
the opposite direction. 
Hundreds of Wisconson motorists have 
escaped such accidents by a hair. 
Many 
have wiped their brows, emitted a relieved 
"W hew!" and determined never to 
dim 
their lights again. 
There is some logic in such a determina­ 
tion. To hit a pedestrian means a prab- 
able fatality. To smash into another car, 
because blinded by headlights, 
may 
be 
damaging, but since blinded drivers usual­ 
ly step on the brakes, the result of 
the 
smash may not be so tragic. 
So at times, 
a glaring headlight accident may be 
the 
lesser of two evils. 
This, of course, does not mean that 
a 
blinding glare on thhe highways should be 
tolerated. 
It does not mean 
that 
the 
state should drop its efforts 
to 
reduce 
glare and make motoring safer in this re­ 
spect. 
But it does suggest that mere dimming 
of lights won t solve the whole problem. 
Probably lighted highways are 
In 
pros­ 
pect; perhaps more pedestrian paths are 
needed; maybe better lighting of 
horse 
drawn vehicles would help. 
The requirement to dim lights on some 
winding highways, especially on the 
out­ 
skirts of cities, has dangerous as well 
as 
beneficial elements. 


New Drivers and Courtesy 
TRAINING cars of the Cleveland 
Auto­ 
mobile Club, which are used in teach­ 
ing novice drivers to handle an 
automo 
bile, will bear the sign shown here, m a rk ­ 
ing the driver as a beginner. 
The driver 
will be permitted to keep the sign on Iris 
automobile for a short lime after he has 
finished his course of instruction in driv­ 
ing. 
This is the first instance in which nov­ 
ice drivers have been identified in the in­ 
terest of traffic safety and courtesy 
and 
this actiou places a burden 
upon 
older 
drivers on the streets and highways 
The fact that one person is killed every 
13 minutes in some kind of a traffic acci­ 
dent in this country may not be 
entirelj 
the fault of the automobile drivers, but it 
is a rock bound cinch that Improved driv­ 
ing would reduce this number. People who 
have been driving an automobile for some 
time are apt to forget that the fellow com­ 
ing at them head-on or trying 
to 
pass 
them may be a beginner and not as sure 
of his rights and obligations as he should 
bs.

Berlin (yp)— Nobody in the German cab­ 
inet of Adolf Hitler gets more fun out of 
life than short, chubby, dry-humored Wal- 
ther Funk, Nasi minister of economice, di­ 
rect successor in that office to 
high-col 
lared Dr. Hjalmar Schacht. 
Funk is the bon vivant of the cabinet, 
the man who admittedly loves good things 
to eat and to drink, who is fond of care­ 
free society, who so dotes on the fine arts 
that he almost became a professional pian­ 
ist. 
— THE HIDDEN POINT— 
And he is a capital story teller. His is 
the dry humor of the proverbially taciturn 
East Prussian. 
His stories are not wordy. 
The point often is somewhat hidden. All 
the greater is the fun 
of 
discovering 
Funk’s meaning and realizing that he has 
once again “put over a fast one." 
At a time when feeling was tense over 
the arrest of Lutheran Pastor Martin Nle- 
moeller, he said In an aside 
during 
a 
conference with foreign news men, “ You 
know, I almost became a Lutheran pastor. 
You can imagine wherel’d be now!” 
During the sessions of the international 
commission of ambassadors in October he 
inquired from Ankara, Turkey, where 
he 
happened to be visiting, 
"W hat has hap­ 
pened to Pilsen?" 
When told that Pilsen would 
remain 
Czech, he said, “One can tell that there 
are no beer drinkers on the commission." 
— HE CAN AFFORD IT — 
Unlike some of his more pontifical col­ 
leagues in the cabinet, he does not hesitate 
to use expressions like, “when I became 
minister of the Reich through 
an 
acci­ 
dent." 
Funk can afford to be ironical 
about 
himself: his Is a fund of economic knowl­ 
edge such as few leaders in Hitler's Third 
Reich possess. 
Fact is, he came into politics via Jour­ 
nalism. Born August 1 8, 1890, in Trakah- 
nen, East Prussia, famous for its blood­ 
ed horses, where his family bad been for 
centuries, 
he attended the “gymnasium” 
at Insterburg and then headed for a news­ 
paper career. 
His studies at Berlin and Leipzig uni­ 
versities were dove-tailed into his desire 
to become a writer on economic subjects. 
After serving on various dailies in Mid­ 
dle Germany he devoted himself In 1922- 
23 to writing a series of 
articles 
and 
pamphlets on German economy. 
Men like 
Schacht, former Ambassador Hans Luther 
lid the late nationalist leader, Karl Helf- 
ferich, sought his advice when Germany 
ent over from an inflated currency to a 
stable exchange. 
— CONDEMNED REPARATIONS— 
As chief editor of the trade section of 
he Berliner Boersenzeitung he became a 
bitter critic of reparations, foreign loans, 
md subservience to foreign financial in­ 
terests. 
As early aa 1931 he became head of the 
economic section of Hitler’s National So­ 
cialist Party. On the day that Hitler 
as- 
summed power— January 30, 1933 — Der 
Fuehrer appointed him press chief of the 
German government. 
Soon thereafter Dr. Joseph Goebbels was 
entrusted with founding the Ministry for 
Propaganda and 
Public 
Enlightenment. 
Funk became his state's secretary, in oth­ 
er words, the man next after him in 
the 
hierarchy, and the man responsible for the 
administration of the huge ministry. 
Funk thus became not only government 
press chief but had musicians, artists, ac­ 
tors, writers, and radio performer* under 
him. That was right up his alley, for the 
muses always were close to his heart. 
The Reich’s culture chamber was 
or­ 
ganized, Funk became its 
vice-president 
under the dynamic Goebbels. 
The celebrated Philharmonic Orchestra 
was looking for a president. Muaic-loving 
Funk was glad to accept the honor. 
— FALLS INTO PLAGE— 
As time went on under Nazism it 
be­ 
came increasingly clear that Minister of 
Economics Hjalmar Schacht never would 
submerge himself sufficiently in Nazi eco­ 
nomic doctrine to fit into Hermann Goer- 
ing’s four-year plan. 
Funk, a dyed-in-the wool Nazi econom­ 
ist and a man after Goering’s heart, suc­ 
ceeded Schacht, Feb. 7, 1938. 
In his first public speech, opening 
the 
Leipzig Fair on March ti, he urged closer 
trade relations between Germany and the 
United States. 
His goodwill tour of the Balkans was 
so timed that he was ready to follow Hit­ 
ler's diplomatic triumph over Czechoslo­ 
vakia by a sales trip 
which 
apparently 
drew the Balkans completely into the Ger­ 
man economic orbit.

Colonel Fulgrucio 
Batista, 
dictator 
of 
Cuba, to visit the United States. 
There were two big reasons for hesit­ 
ancy before offering him American 
hos­ 
pitality. One was that he Is a dictator, and 
Roosevelt is trying to dissuade, not 
en­ 
courage the dictator disease In the Amer­ 
icas. 
Second was that Batista bas thwart­ 
ed a good many American mores in Caba, 
has tolerated, if not been a party to in­ 
termittent reigns of terror. 
However, there was 
one 
surpassing 
reason for doing business with him, name­ 
ly that Cuba rapidly Is going the way 
of 
radical Mexico and there is no one else in 
Cuba to do business with. 
The Cuban situation is worth 
serious 
attention, not only because it is at 
our 
side door, but because It 
is 
typical 
of 
what Is happening to some 
other 
Pan- 
American neighbors. 
— CUBAN HOOVERS— 
When Roosevelt came Into office, Cuba 
had been ruled for eight years by a lot of 
Herbert Hoovers — well-meaning capital­ 
ists, interested only In dividends, and not 
equal to economic 
emergencies. 
Behind 
them was the Dictator Machado. 
Roosevelt and Sumner 
Welles, 
then 
Ambassador to Cuba, decided to let poli­ 
tical events take their course. They smiled 
on the idea of revolution. It came. 
It came with full force, bringing with 
it a tidal wave of long-needed social and 
economic reforms. 
Batista was the army 
sergeant who backed the revolution. 
Dr.jKfc 
Grau San Martin was his front man 
in 
the presidential palace. 
This, however, was not as the State De­ 
partment planned it, 
so 
Ambassador 
Welles tried to stem the tide. 
Welles, now Under Secretary of State, 
is 95 per cent right on Pan-American af­ 
fairs; is the behind-the-scenes man respon­ 
sible for Roosevelt’s 
highly 
successful 
Good Neighbor policy. 
In this case, however, he was 
wrong. 
He tried to turn back the clock of revolu­ 
tion, with the result that he turned 
it 
back too far. 
Back into office once more 
virtually the old pre-revolution gang. Thia 
time they were Coolidge* instead of Hoo­ 
ver*. Their personality waa more pleasing. 
Batista remained in control of the mili­ 
tary, but kept out of politics.

‘ Plant Called In 
NLRB Hearing

company was the first and 
only 
witness called at the opening ses­ 
sion of the trial growing out of 
the labor troubles here In Jiine of 
last 
year. 
The 
examiner 
is 
W. N. Denhan of Washington, O. 


and the attorney for the Na­ 
tional Labor Board is Morris N. 
Forer of Milwaukee. The company 
has retained no counsel. 


Questions 
concerning the or­ 
ganization of the company and Its 
operation featured the first ses­ 
sion. after the charges had been 
read. 
The charges are on three 
counts: Causing a riot and by that 
method defeating the organisation 
of unions, assisting in the forma­ 
tion of a compatty ninlon and the 
discharge of ellffit men for legal 
union activities. The opening ses­ 
sion was friendly and quiet. 
A 
small audllnce, most of them wit­ 
nesses, were In the court room. 
There Is no Jury. 


Mr. Hamilton stated that he 
had worked for 
the 
Newberry 
Lumber 4 Chemical company both 
under Its present organization and 
In former organisations for 
the 
past 24 years, starting as common 
laborer and working through the 
various departments to his pres­ 
ent position, being manager for 
nine years. He has been president 
of the village of Newberry for the 
past ten years. The president of 
the company is W. H. Mathews of 
Memphis, Tenn., and the treasur­ 
er is Prof. John B. Tracey of the 
1 University of Michigan. He stated 
p 4hat Attorney A. L. Sayles 
of 
Newberry, 
who has represented 
the company In many cases had 
been “ withdrawn from this case 
prior to the notification of the 
present action. 


Mr. Hamilton testified to the

The Last 20 Years 


Rise of Dictators Challenges Democracies 
After End of World War

The men in khaki who ground­ 
ed their rifles at 11 o’clock in 
the morning of a November day 
in 19IS knew pretty well what 
they had been fightinfr for. 


They were not schooled and 
glib of tongiia But they knew. 
A force of violence and opres- 
aion was loose In the world. It 
must be stopped by force. That 
■was w^hat they were doing, over 
thei-e in tJie mud. 


Woodrow Wilson had said, as 
he a^sked Congress to declai'e that 
war: 


“But the right l9 more precious 
tlian> peace, and we shall fight 
for the thiixgs which we have al­ 
ways carried nearest our hearts 
— for democracy . . 


Now 20 years have passed, and 
how fares democracy? 


Four da>»^9 before the Armistice 
W'as signed, the brief Russian ex­ 
periment in democracy was go­ 
ing up the spout. The Provisional 
Government, in overturntng the 
Czar, had set up an effort at de­ 
mocracy. It would have made the 
Alieds 
and 
Associated 
Power 
really a democratic front. But 
it wobbled irresolutely fo a few 
months and dropped like a rot­ 
ten plum into the outstretched 
hands of the Bolsheviks. 
TOTAl^lTA RIA NI8AI 
TO THE FORE 


Fighting 
armed 
invaders, 
wrestling 
internal 
strife 
and 
want, the Bolsihevik government 
■won out in the face of adverse 
predictions. For 20 years It has 
developed along Its 
own 
line». 
Today opinion differs aa to what 
it has become, but on one thing 
all agree; It Is not Democracy as 
Americans use the term. 


Instead, it developed along a 
line whicli few before the World 
WHsr had foreseen, a new idea of 
government. Germany and Italy 
were to strike out sitnilarly into 
the new idea of “totalitarianism.” 


In 1921 Italy seemed to be re­ 
sponding to tile call of Russian 
Bolshevism for a socialist revolu­ 
tion. The country was rotten with 
corruption and inefficiency, badly 
bled by the war. Something had 
to happen. 
Russian 
emissaries 
tried to lead the Italian revolu­ 
tion down Bolshevik paths. 


But Benito Mussolini, long an 
agitator for international social­ 
ism and editor of the mdlcal 
“ Avanti,” suddenly turned. Old 
radical associates »ay he took 
money from rich men and French 
agents. Mussolini always said he 
was saving Italy from the hands 
of alien Bolsheviks. At any rate 
he changed. 


Organizing his Fascist party, he 
sent it on an armed march to 
Rome, seized control of the gov­ 
ernment, and began a rule by his 
Fascist party. He left the mon­ 
archy 
theoretically 
intact, 
but 
practically a figurehead. 


A airollar thing was happening 
In Germany, though it took lon­ 
ger. There a republic also rose 
from the wreckage of the Hohen- 
zollem raonarcJiy. Theve, as in 
Russia, the inew republic had to 
fight off uprisings, it suppressed 
the Communist "Spartacist" re­ 
bellion with stern force. It put 
down 
monarcliist 
puu»ches. 
It 
struggled on for IB years amid 
the deepening gloom of chronic 
depre%ion. money inflation, and 
internal division. 
HITLERS 
HOl’R 


Then 
A dolf 
Hitler, Austrian 
w’ar veteran, who had been slowly 
building 
his National 
Socialist 
party, suddenly got his ehame. 
With the country divideii into a 
dozen discordant partieH. his unit­ 
ed group while not a majority, 
was still the largest and iM^st-knit 
fiictiou. And power passtHl to him 
and his Nazis alniui« without a 
struggle. 


That was the ond of (UTman 
democracy, aud tbe bt^ginning of 


"totalitarianism” there. 


Portugal and Japan have taken 
the same road. Democratic repub­ 
lics had no better luck. Poland 
has practically abandoned popular 
government 
in 
the 
.American, 
sense. The Austrian republic, split 
by internal dissension, fell into 
dictatorial ways and slid with a 
sigh info the hands of Witler. 
Czechoslovakia was dismembered, 
rcduced to a satellite of Germany. 
The Spanish republic split from 
within and was reduced to a prac­ 
tice ground for future wars. Tiie 
Chinese republic, never well-in­ 
tegrated. is on t.hA ropes before 
the Japanese Invaders. Hungary, 
Yugoslavia. 
Rumania, 
Bulgaria, 
Greece, never really democratic, 
now incline toward the totalitari­ 
an system. 


Twenty years after the World 
War, *'totalitarliiniHm'* has democ­ 
racy on the dolenslvo. This new 
idea of government it not mere 
dictatorship. That is old. But old 
dictators 
simply 
used 
military 
force to make people do as they 
said. 


The new (lit tators work on peo­ 
ple witli i)ropaKan(ia, which they 
control exclusively. Thus a 19HS 
dictatorship 
may 
actually 
be 
“popular” in the sense that it is 
the people’s will. But that will 
has been manipulated 
sh ) that it 
has had no free choice. 


With this goes the "tjotalitar- 
ian” idea, that one party, one 
group, is the instrument 
that 
governs for the great mas.s of 
people. The people’s duty is to 
vote “yea" at interval.s. and do 
as they are told. The state, the 
government.. is like an idol to 
which all bow down. The idea is 
that if the state a» a whole, and 
people as a mass, are all right, 
then individuals will be all right.

In country after country the 
people, tired of worrying and 
thinking about how to run their 
affairs, have let their liberties 
slide into the hands of those who 
said “Liet us do it. We will see 
that you are taken care of. Stop 
worrying. Follow us!” 


The 
difference 
between 
this 
Idea and the American idea of 
democracy is 
plain. 
Americans 
have alwajTi believed that the 
9tate Is merely an 
instriunent 
created by the people to do cer­ 
tain things for them. The welfare 
and rights of the individual per­ 
son are what is important, and if 
most individual persons are all 
right, then the state will be all 
right. 


Americans have also believed 
in definite limits on the Htate; 
they , have a written constitution 
providing that there are certain 
things that even the government 
can do to a man. Further, all 
men must have (»(|ual rights be­ 
fore the law, and no group or 
party ought to have rights which 
all do not have. 


And still further, that a bettor 
remilt is obtained if all may sptmk 
their views frt'oly, all linten freely 
and 
then 
decide 
freely 
what 
ought to be dono. 


Uetwoen these ideas and the 
new 
Idea 
of 
'■|l>taliiarianism” 
there Is a great gulf. Both sides 
are evolving, changing. 


The dictatorships, 
having 
in 
some part solved the i>robl<Mn of 
how to get everybody (»nough to 
eat, are facwl with a new prob­ 
lem: how to permit their pcmple 
live as de<*ent, dignified individ­ 
uals with rights and a private 
life of their own. 


And the democnicies are faced 
with the problem of how to ad­ 
just ihtdr economic affairs so that 
all may eat and bo se<*ure, with­ 
out sai'rificing the freedom, the 
per><»nal dignity, the individual 
llviuR of their citizens. 


So, 20 years after the Armis­ 
tice, the world boils and surges 
with those conflicts within couu- 
trie«, and between countrieH.

King George VI of Great Britain 
told 
his 
parliament 
yesterday 
(Tuesday) that he was "happy to 
accept” President Roosevelt’s invi­ 
tation to him and his queen to visit 
the United Stater during his trip 
to Canada next spHng. 


The monarch, who will be the 
first British ruler to visit the new 
world during his reign, is expected 
to stay in the United States “for 
four or flve days," laid a statement 
issued from President Roosevelt's 
home at Hyde ipnrk, N. Y., where 
the president was said to be “very 
happy" the king and queen had 
accented. 


In Germany there were scattered 
reprisals against Jews for the 
shooting of a German legation sec­ 
retary

Paris yesterday by a 
yotmg Polish Jew, Chancellor Adolf 
Hitler in Munich, celebrating the 
firteenth anniversary of his abor­ 
tive beer hall putsch, blamed Jews 
for Germany’s collapse after the 
World war.
